JudUh Sommer _of the de p artment’s Eco nomic 
Research 'SeWIce said the copnties -“are the 
regions most vulnerable to the decreasing de- 
mand for U.S. farm exports.” The counties are 
located In 31 states but are concentrate In the 
Corn Belt and Mississippi Delta. 

The 420 counties.were identified from 1982 Cen- 
sus Bureau reports and represent one of every 
six non-metropolitan counties In the nation, she 
said. In each of the counties, sales of five “export 
oriented” crops — com, wheat, soybeans, cotton 
and rice — accounted for at least 50 percent of 
total agricultural sales. . 

"Therefore.” she said, “such 'counties can 

usually be considered export-dependent.” 

Mrs. iiommer's analysis was included in a draft 
of a report scheduled for publication soon in the 
agency's Farmllne magazine. Advance copies 
were released by the department:-

“When farmers. arc in trouble, there’s not 
much else to fall back on in many of these 
areas." she- Said.

. economy may be based on farm commodities 
with erratic or depressed sales, and farmers 
don't really have other non-farm alternatives. In 
• these places, the non-farm businesses count the- • 

■ troubled'fanners'as'thdr largest and most Im 

portant customers.” 

For example, Mrs. Sommer said that in Qult- 
r.'man County, Miu., nearly all of'UieT9B2 sales of 

farm com modities were f rom expo rt-oriented 

crops, primarily cotton and soybeans. But for 
other export-dependent counties, especially 
those near larger towns and cities, a drop in 
farm Income can be cushioned by off-farm Jobs, 

In Ghindy County. III., sales of Corn and soy- 
beans -accounted, for 90 percent of 1982 farm 
marketings of crops and livestock. But Grundy . 
County Is “located on the .fringe of the Chicago 
^/metropolitan area,' and roughly a third of its , 
workers are employed In manufacturing jobs," 
shcsald. I 

Weak demand and low prices hurt all farmers, 
not Just those in remote rural areas or In coun- 
ties cited as dependent on exports, Mrs. Sommer 
_Mld, : 

"When so many farmers in one area are pro- 
duclng^xpbrt-orjentcd crops, a lot of them will 
be burl, and that .will have a negatrve. multiplier 
,,effecton their conimunity,'' she said.
